A. F. OF L. HEAD PLANS 
AN INTERNATIONAL UNION 
OF THEATRICAL PERFORMERS 


White Rats Lose Their Fight To Have Actors’ 
Equity, Screen Club and Other Bodies 
Affiliated With Their Order—All 
To Have Individual Charters - 


New York, June 5.—Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, finally has decided 
to adopt the plan suggested on nu- 
merous occasions by The Billboard, 
and repeated in last week's issue, for 
the only possible solution of the chaos 
now existing in the theatrical world, 
by the formation of what is to be 
called the American Federation of 
Actors, an international organization 
embracing all of the various branches 
of the profession, each individual body 
to be a branch or local of the main 
order. Such a recommendation will 
be made by President Gompers, either 
at the meeting of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor council on June 26, 
or at the annual meeting of the Fed- 
eration next October. 


This action on the part of Gompers 
means that the White Rats, led by 
Harry Mountford and his clique, have 
lost the fight they have been waging 
in their endeavor to have the Actors’ 
Equity Association, the Screen Club 
and other similar bodies organized or 
about to be organized, become a part 
and parcel of the Rodent outfit, mak- 
ing all subservient and answerable to 
the Forty-sixth street order. Under 
the new plan the White Rats will lose 
their prestige as an international body 
and will simply become a local or 
branch of the main body. 

Hugh A. Frayne, right hand man 
for Gompers, is authority for the 
statement that the head of the A. F. 
of L. finally has reached a decision 
whereby he feels that such an inter- 
national organization is the only 
proper way in which the various 
branches of the theatrical industry 
should be affiliated with the parent la- 
bor organization. 


Such a recommendation on the part, 


of President Gompers precludes any 
Possibility, remote though it may have 
been, of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, which on Monday at its annual 
election voted almost unanimously in 
favor of affiliating with organized la- 
bor, becoming a branch or subsidiary 
of the White Rats Actors’ Union of, 
America, which now holds a charter 
with the A. F. of L. 

As suggested many times in The 
Billboard the plan is to form one great 


would have its own local autonomy 
and wowld only be answerable to the 
international body, which, in turn, 
would be governed by the American 
Federation of Labor. 

The members of the Actors’ Equity 
Association having decided to affiliate 
with the A. F. of L., the matter of 
how they should affiliate now rests 
with the council of the A. E. A. The 
members of that body have gone on 
record as being diametrically opposed 
to any affiliation which would make 
them a part of, or subservient to, the 
White Rats, and as that would be the 
only manner in which they could af- 
filiate at this time, it is not at all 
probable; in fact, it is very unlikely, 
that any definite action will be taken 
until after President Gompers’ recom- 
mendation for the formation of the 
proposed American Federation of Act- 
ors is acted upon by either the A. F. 
of L. council the latter part of this 
month, or by the organization as a 
whole in October. 


This action on the part of President 
Gompers is a decided victory for those 
who have long been at variance with 
the policies of the White Rats, due 
to the methods and tactics of the in- 
ternational executive, Harry Mount- 
ford, and members of the so-called 
clique, who now realize that their 
bluff has been called and that instead 
of being the dominant body in the 
theatrical amusement field they will 
be only a portion of one gigantic or- 
ganization, all controlled by the body 
of which Gompers is the head. 

Mr. Frayne told The Billboard. that 
as a result of the numerous confer- 
ences which have recently been held 
between representatives of the various 
actors’ organizations, and heads of the 
labor bodies, the decision to bring 
about the international body had 
been reached. While Mr. Frayne did 
not state, it is not at all improbable 
that several other branches of the 
theatrical profession will be included 
in the proposed new organization, it 
being understood that the cameramen 
are organizing a local of their own, as 
well as one or more branches made 
up of performers from the outside 
amusement world, such as the cir- 
cuses and carnivals. There is also a 
possibility of the scenario writers and 
authors being affiliated, members of 
these professions having recently 
voiced their plan to become identified 
with organized labor. 


For the first time in nearly five 
years it begins to look as though the 
end of the continued controversies in 
theaterdom, so far as the perf@mers 
of the various branches are con- 
cerned, is in sight. The Billboard has 
long pointed out the advisability and 
the desirability of all branches of the

DRAFT OF NEW FEDERAL 
REVENUE BILL COMPLETED 


Washington, June 5.—The draft of 
the new Federal revenue bill has been 
completed by the House ways and 
means committee, but it has been de- 
cided not to make it public until after 
the national conventions are held. 
However, as related recently in The 
Billboard, this publication being the 


first authentic one printed in any 
paper or journal in the United States 
touching the details of the new rev- 
enue law, an entirely new plan has 
ibeen worked out for the taxing of 
| motion picture houses, other theaters 
‘and like places of amusement. 


The only thing that remains in this 
connection for the majority members 
of the House committee to decide is 
as to the tax to be assessed against 
each paid admission to a motion pic- 
{ture or other theater. As told in The |

Further, it may be 
stated authoritatively that there will 
be no additional taxes in the new bill 
on gasoline, gasoline engines, tobacco,

New York, June 3.—Civilization, 
Thomas H. Ince’s million-dollar pho- 
toplay spectacle, presented for the 
first time in New York at the Criterion 
Theater Friday night, is undoubtedly 
the greatest motion picture ever made, 
Plase New Yorkers received it with 
wild acclaim at its initial showing, 
and predict for it a run that should 
make all similar productions of its 
kind pale into insignificance. There 
can be no getting away from the fact

New York, June 4.—Five popular 
Broadway successes, four of them 
after lengthy runs, concluded their 
“runs” last evening. They were the 
Hippodrome, housing Dillingham’s 
Hip, Hip, Hooray; Common Clay, at 
the Republic; Sybil, at the Liberty, 
which it is planned to reopen at the 
Lyceum within two weeks; the Blue 
Paradise, at the Forty-fourth Street, 
and Sir Herbert Tree’s revival of The 
Merry Wives of Windsor, at the New 
Amsterdam. 

On Saturday next the current Win- 
ter Garden show, Robinson Crusoe, Jr., 
will close, making room for the Shu- 
berts’ Passing Show of 1916, while on 
the same evening Leo Ditrichstein 
will bring his long engagement in The 
Great Lover to a close. 

On Monday, June 12, Ziegféeld’s 
Follies of 1916 will begin their annual 
summer engagement at the New Am- 
sterdam Theater. This will mean 
three summer musical shows for 
Broadway, the Follies, Passing Show 
and Lew Fields’ show at the Shu- 
bert. Katinka, at the Lyric, is ap- 
proaching its seventh month. The 
Blue Paradise, after having reached 
its three hundred and fiftieth per- 
formance at the Casino, moved 
last Monday to the Forty-fourth Street 
Theater, making room for Very Good, 
Eddie, which has been playing to ca- 
pacity all winter at the Princess.

BILLBOARD READER ASKS A QUESTION 


A long-time reader of The Billboard has written to the publisher, who is 
just returning from a five months’ tour of the antipodes, in which he asks a 
poignant question, which the present writer is emboldened to answer openly 
in the belief that Mr. Donaldson, during his absence in Australia, has been 
wholly out of touch with the publication and would approve of the writer’s 
unusual procedure in this instance. It is the first time that anyone connected 
with The Billboard has presumed to discuss its editorial policy in any of its 
various phases. 

Our correspondent asks: “In view of The Billboard’s frank expressions, 
particularly those which are contributed in Robert Grau’s department, it 
would be interesting to know whether the columns of The Billboard are aJ- 
ways open On all subjects, whether advertising appears or not.” 

The writer has the right to answer this query only so far as his own con- 

tributions in his department and some editorials during Mr. Donaldson’s ab- 
sence are concerned, and it is to be hoped that those who know the writer will 
accept his brief statement not only for The Billboard, but also for the various 
other publications he contributed to as well. 
. At the outset it should be stated that the writer is not a member of the 
editorial staff of The Billboard, and, although associated with Mr. Donaldson 
for almost a generation and as a contributor for five years, it is only in the last 
year that they have met. During all those years Mr. Donaldson just once sug- 
gested a subject for the writer to embrace and that one was one advocating 
peace between the warring factions in the present strife between the actors 
and the managers. 

That the columns of The Billboard are open to nonadvertisers may best 
be understood by a glance over the volumes during those years which the_ 
writer alone can vouch for, and the publisher and editor of The Billboard 
have never once undertaken to censor a line of text or to suggest the least 
reference to the advertising policy to this day. This applies to the many years 
of association before even an acquaintance existed and emphatically during 
that period when the publisher has been absent absolutely without cognizance 
of the publication's development or the results attained. The writer has never 
written one line of text in The Billboard which in the slightest degree in- 
fluenced an inch of advertising space, nor has he at any time in his life han- 
dled any advertising money or had the slightest prestige from any advertis- 
ing which may have reached The Billboard through its many channels and its 
legitimate business solicitors. 

Surely a glance of the files of the publication will convince our corre- 
spondent that while the writer’s editorial policy is perhaps constructive as a 
whole it can not be doubted that the greater portion of the text is devoted 
to an uncompromising protest against the evils existent in the amusement field, 
and it would be almost ridiculous for any one to assume that advertising of 
any description can have possibly influenced a line of text in the writer’s signed 
articles or editorials. 

There are many magnates who have rarely advertised in The Billboard 
and a few who never have, yet these gentlemen will vouch for the writer’s un- 
failing fairness. Morever, it would be the decent thing for them to do in view 
of the extraordinary query which forced upon the writer the first statement he 
has ever made and which, it is hoped, will now serve for all time. 

In the light of the unselfish policy of The Billboard in its so-called con- 
troversy with the White Rats organization, which, at the outset, cost the pub- 
lishers a small fortune in advertising refused by them as well as denied to them, 
it is some satisfaction as the publisher approaches his desk in a few days for 
him to learn that the growth of The Billboard and its circulation has attained 
in his absence the world’s record for a publication devoted to amusements, 
and, as for advertising, it is for the correspondent to judge, not the writer. 


ABOUT THE FRIARS AND THEIR FROLIC 


At the monster entertainment given Sunday evening, May 28, at the New 
Amsterdam Theater, announced as the Friars’ Frolic, the performance was of 
such magnitude that it is very doubtful if a dozen persons left the playhouse 
before midnight. The box-office receipts netted very close to $25,000, but it 
is not true that even this total represents the record for a single performance, 
yet almost every reviewer of the Friars’ big benefit made this claim. 

The largest receipts ever recorded for one performance anywhere in 
the world was the gala performance given at. the Metropolitan 
Opera House on Tuesday evening, November 25, 1902, under the 
direction of Maurice Grau, and consisted of a miscellaneous program of grand 
opera with all of the famous stars of the company. This performance was in 
honor of Prince Henry of Prussia, who was present, and the prices for seats 
ranged from $5 in the gallery to $50 in the orchestra. The gross was exactly 
$51,095; the profits exceeded $30,000. 

Many of the royal state performances in London drew more than $35,000, 
while in Paris the record achieved by the Friars has been eclipsed not only 
for opera but at more than one of the Comedie Francaise special performances. 

In this country the Friars’ receipts were exceeded by the benefit to Lester 
Wallack, also the one tenderd to the late Henry E. Abbey, and at least six 
other performances, not counting the great benefits in London, when Nellie 
Farren was honored. But no matter what the receipts were the Friars can 
claim the record for “a good show,” yet who do you suppose was

Status of Members 


Of A. E. A. Not Affected by Affiliation 
With A. F. of L, 


New York, June 4.—Attempts con- 
tinue to be made to mislead members 
of the Actors’ Equity Association as 
to their status should they affiliate 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor as a branch of the White Rats, 
which at present holds an interna- 
tional charter with the main labor 
body. In an article in this week's 
official White Rat organ an attempt 
is made to show that in the event that 
the A. E. A. affiliated with the Rats 
it would be compelled to raise its dues 
to a figure to that taxed by the Rats. 
The article evidently was inspired by 
Harry Mountford or some one else 
connected with the Rats, as it is no 
secret that any local affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor is 
not regulated by that Federation in 
the matter of dues, but is at liberty to 
assess its members any sum it sees fit. 
Anybody affiliated with the A. F. of L. 
pays a per capita tax to the parent 
body of nine cents per head, but aside 
from this the Federation cares not an 
iota what the dues may be. 


Naturally, the White Rats would do 
almost anything to have the A. E. A 
affiliate with labor as a part of the 
Rodent organization, as under such 
conditions it would be within the pro- 
vince of the Rats to assess the A. E. 
A. whatever it saw fit to help pay 
Mountford’s $10,000 per year. But 
should the A. E. A. become a loca! 
branch of the big international con- 
templated by President Gompers, with 
the Rats holding only a similar pos}- 
tion, there would be nothing to com- 
pel the legitimate actors to raise their 
dues; in fact, they could abolish their 
dues entirely, so long as they con- 
tinued to pay their nine-cent per 
capita to the American Federation of 
Labor.

A few days 
later Sullivan learned that he had interfered 
with one of Mountford’s plens, and now, rumor 
has it, they do not speak. All the wh'le Mount- 
ford ts waging his alleged fight for an equitab e 
contract in vaudeville for White Rats he is en- 
deavoring to annul a bona-fide White Rat con- 
tract with a pair of reputable business men. 

By the way, Mountford and his chief of etaff 
are planning on another junket trip, as evidenced 
by his paid article this week in the Rat official 
mouthpiece. Calling attention to the annual 
meeting of the White Rats’ International for 


Thursday, June 15, Mountford advises that imme- 
diately thereafter there will be full-dress in- 
stallations in Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and 
St. Louis, and that be and his assistant would 
be on hand at them all. Another nice little bill 
for the rank and file of the Rodent organiza- 
tion to foot. But then, Harry must have bis lit- 
tle vacations—just by way of diversion. 

Mountford attempts to mislead the actor again 
this week by attacking the United Booking Of- 
fices for their alleged stealing of an act from 
the William Morris White Rat Circuit, just or- 
ganized, and still in existence, with one thea- 
ter—the Park in this city—operating. As a mat- 
ter of fact the U. B. O. did the act in question 
a favor by taking it over, as it was booked to 
play the Morris house in Bridgeport this week, 
but because of a contract held by a mot’on pic- 
ture exhibitor, who refused to relinquish his 
claim, the house is showing the silent drama 
this week, and the act in question wou’d have 
been forced to lay off. 

Mountford this week resumed his agitation for 
the closed shop in vaudeville, but his rantings 
are comparatively weak, he evidently well realiz- 
ing now the futility of further arguments for 
something which he well knows never wll be- 
come an assured fact. The day for any possib'e 
closed shop in vaudeville is passed for all time. 
Soon the White Rats will be nothing move than 
a small local of an international labor or- 
ganization, and with it will come such a rap- 
idly dwindling membership that in the near fu- 
ture it would not be surprising if the weekly 
meetings were entirely suspended and the dub- 
house abandoned for lack of members.

the trodden paths and apply intensive 
methods to the conduct of their busi- 
ness, especially to that part of their 
business that gets business, the de- 
partment of publicity. 

Is it because the business of fur- 
nishing amusement is growing faster 
than the men at the head of it, or is 
it because in this day of lavish and 
reckless expenditure that the value of 
money paid out is underrated and only 
the volume of space is considered? 

That the financial status of a con- 
cern is high or low according to the 
money spent is long since an ex- 
ploded theory. 

Lavish and misplaced publicity are 
cancers that eat the heart out of an 
enterprise. 

The first question asked by the av- 
erage publicity man is, “How much?” 
His last thought is, “How good?” or 
“How effective?” with the result that 
much money is as absolutely wasted 
as if spent on three-sheets and hung 
in the cellar. 

More attention should be paid to 
the value of the dollar. Its purchas- 
ing power should be carefully consid- 
ered and it should be spent only in 
the channels yielding the largest per 
cent of positive and not negative pub- 
licity. Too much care can not be ex- 
ercised in the choice of mediums and 


much to establish harmonious rela- 
tions between actor and manager. It 
strikes us that the members of the 
Actors’ Equity Association have every 
reason to feel proud of what they 
have accomplished, and* of the real 
good they have been to the so-called 
legitimate performer. 

Compare, if you will, the methods 
of this organization with the unseemly 
methods employed by the White Rats. 
In the A. E. A. things are accom- 
plished not with a brass band and 
fireworks accompaniment, but quietly 
and unobstrusively. Grievances have 
been amicably adjusted with such the- 
atrical producing firms as the Shu- 
berts, Klaw & Erlanger, Woods, 
Brady, Dillingham and others of the 
larger ones, all the way down the line 
te the humble producer whose offer- 
ing to the world of Thespis may con- 
sist of a solitary production in a sea- 
son. 

The Actors’ Equity Association has 
the respect not only of its members, 
but of the labor elements and the 
managers as well. The managers 
know that the A. E. A. wants only 
just and fair play, and they are willing 
to treat and arbitrate with the organi- 
zation, well knowing that whatever 
decision is reached will be abided 
by. There are no talks of strikes or 
walkouts. The organization was

The Billboard holds no brief for 
the Actors’ Equity Association, but it 
does feel that here is an order entitled 
to unstinted words of praise. Because 
it ig a real organization for the actor, 
builded upon substantial lines and go 
constituted as to be a benefit, rather 
than a disgrace, such as the White 
Rats organization now is beyond any 
question of a doubt.

After Hersey had put two of his own witnesses 
on the stand at the hearing and had succeeded 
in proving to his own self that the execution 
fund was still in the bank, that it had been 
there all the time and that it had never been 
drawn against, the Judge could not see where 
there was the slightest contempt or evasion of 
a court order and promptly exonerated Nisbet

Failing to find them in the depot the 
agent made a search in the train for the Indians 
When discovered the Chief was sitting upright 
in his seat, and beside him sat his wife. An 
investigation proved that the Chief had parsed ; 
away. The conductor of the train was notified 
and, according to his belief, the Chief dled 
shortly after passing Ft. Wayne. The body of

The youngsters are being taught in their early, impressionable years the value of 
good roads and the wider opportunities they are helping to create when they sympa-

DEATH OF MRS. SAUTELLE 


In the forty or more years the veteran show- 
man, Sig Sautelle, bas traversed the highways 
and byways of the United States, Canada and 
European countries, Wednesday night, May 24, 
when be arrived at his farm in Homer, N. Y., he 
completed the saddest day’s journey of his entire 
career—a journey that was half ended on that 
afternoon when he stood beside the Fort Edward 
(N. Y¥.) cemetery grave into which was lowered 
the casket containing the earthly remains of 
his wife, Ida Belle, whose death occurred May 
22 at her rural home just outside the village of 
Homer, N. Y. 

In private life Mrs. Sautelle was known as 

Mrs. George C,. Satterlee. She was born in 
Homer May 29, 1856. In the latter part of the 
summer of 1876 she was wed to George C. Sat- 
terlee, known throughout the show world as Sig 
Sautelle. That the union was one of mutual love 
and affection is attested by the fact that 
throughout their almost two full score years of 
married life the couple had not been separated 
more than a few days at any one time, and alto- 
gether not more than a few weeks. 
It mattered not whether Dame Fortune smiled 
or frowned Mrs. Sautelle was ever at her hus- 
band’s side, a true help mate in all that the 
words mean, cheering him on to greater efforts. 
Whatever successes he achieved in the circus 
field were due in no small degree to her. During 
the greater number of her active years Mrs. Sau- 
telle in winter quarters, and on the lot, was of 
far more usefulness to Mr. Sautelle than would 
have been any four men he could have engaged. 
In the ticket wagon, in the cookhouse, in the 
menagerie and even in the horse tents she was 
to be found, always keen eyed and alert to direct 
a remedy for this, that or the other fault. 

In winter quarters she supervised the making 
of all the wardrobe and cage covers used by the 
Sautelle Show; she purchased all supplies, and in 
fact worked early and late, seemingly happiest 
when performing some service in the interest of 
ber husband. 

She probably was known personally to more 
circus performers, musicians and workingmen 
than any other woman. Kind and generous to a 
fault Mrs. Sautelle’s sympathy and the contents 
of her purse were freely given those in distress. 
Three years ago she had a paralytic shock, 
and from that time her health gradually failed, 
Within the last few months paralysis again laid 
hold of her, and May 21 she was fatally at- 
tacked. At that time Andrew Downie, whose 
LaTena Wild Animal Circus was in Cortland, 
was a visitor at the Sautelle home, and he as- 
sisted Mr. Sautelle in lifting the stricken woman 
from the floor and carrying her to her bed. A 
physician was summoned, but medical science and 
skill failed to stay the fast-ebbing life, and at 
4:35 a.m., May 22, Mrs. Sautelle passed to her 
eternal reward. 

A brief service took place at the family home 
in Homer, and the body was shipped to Fort Ed- 
ward, May 24, for interment. On arrival there 
the remains were taken to the home of Mrs. 
Joseph Provenchey, where the service was con- 
ducted. At 3 p.m. burial took place in Mr. 
Sautelle’s private plot in the local cemetery. 

The floral offerings were numerous and beau- 
tiful, each a silent tribute to the memory of the 
departed.—FRED WILSON.

Bill Hawks, Two Bar Seventy, has roped and 
bog-tied the following: “‘Unless the Governor 
commutes his sentence James C. Bulger will be 
banged in Canon City, Col, some time next 
week for killing L. F. Nicodemus. Bulger was 
on a spree in Denver and undertook to trim 
Hugh Clark, but struck a live wire in Clark. 
Bulger later returned with a gun and followed 
Nicodemus, formerly general manager of the 
Pawnee Bill Wild West, who was part owner 
of the Savoy Hotel in Denver, into his private 
ofice and tilled him. H. C. Cummings, a 
pionerr resident of Buffalo, Wy., and one of 
the few men living who saw the bodies of 
General Custer and his troopers on the battle- 
field after the massacre, was with General Terr’s 
brigade and arrived on the battlefield four days 
after the fight and assisted in burying the 
massacred troops. He said that the troopers 
were buried on top of the ground by heaping 
dirt over them. Contrary to general reports, 
Mr. Cummings said he did not see a single 
soldier who had ben scalped. All were badly 
mutilated, but few, if any, were scalped. They 
were buried where they fell. The Indians 
stripped every body except those of Custer and 
M. Boyer, the scout. He said there were very 
few rife cartridges, but many empty six- 
shooter shells were found, which showed that 
Custer’s band had been forced to fight at close 
quarters. Mr. Cummings says be saw ‘Curly,’ 
the scout who first reported the massacre, but 
he uid pot think ‘Curly’ participated in the 
battle. Word comes from San Antonio, Tex., 
announcing the death of T. Jeff Carr, formerly 
of Cheyenne, and the mest famous city Marshal 
in the town’s history. Carr was elected Sheriff 
of Laramie County in 1876. He served also as 
U. S. Marshal. Old-timers, James Moran, of 
Horseshoe; John Morton. of Fetterman, and 
Swan Anderson. of Pine Bluff. have passed away 
this month. Train Bandit Cotterel, alias Car- 
lisle. whe held up three trains on the Union 
Pacific, was found guilty on May 10 and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. He worked 
alone and robbed the passengers on the Port- 
land Flyer February 9. the Overland Ltd. on 
April 4, and the California Ltd. on April 21. 
Charles B. Irwin, the live stock agent of the 
Union Pacific Railroad and well known in 
Wild West and f-ontier contest business, was 
very active in securing Cotterel’s arrest.’’

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WESTERN CANADA CONDITIONS 
BEST IN SEVERAL SEASONS 


Good Shows Scarce Despite Inviting Nature of 
the Country —Showmen Passing It Up 
Through Possible War Scares—Plum 
Will Fall to the Intrepid Ones 


Calgary, Alta., June 3.—While seeding has 
been delayed by unfavorable weather conditions 
in Eastern Seskatchewan and throughout Mani- 
toba, Alberta was fortunate in getting away 
to an early start. Another large crop for the 
latter province and for Western Saskatchewan 
seems assured. 


It would appear that Western Canada is go- 
ing to pass through a second season without a 
tent show, with the single exception of that 
enterprising carnival company, The World at 
Home, which found it an easy matter to con- 
tract again for the Canadian fairs. During last 
season’s successful tour this aggregation con- 
vinced Western fair managers that it had 
quality and quantity. Fred Beckman, who is 
favorably known through Canada, which he last 
toured with his Oklahoma Ranch Wild West, 
will be welcomed by many friends. 


But why should Western Canada be neglected 
by all other tent amusements? Koad shows in 
the small towns have never done a better busi- 
ness than that of this season. Crops were the 
largest last year in the history of the American 
continent, and yet, in previous years, the coun- 
try was overrun with tent shows, there being 
eleven during the 
season of 1913 and 
last season when the 
conditions were fa- 
vorable and the fiela 
open not one circus 
or tent show came 
our way. 


It_is possible that 
the war ‘‘bugaboo”’ 
scared everyone out.

~ SKATING RINK NEWS

TRAINING FOR SPEED SKATERS 


The ordinary methods adopted by athletes to 
get into prover condition are, fortunately for the 
present generation, much more sensible and far 
less irksome than were years ago thought neces- 
sary. It is necessary perhaps to take less exer- 
cise im the special feature one is training for, 
but this is made up by taking at the same time 
a lot of other exercise. Excesses of all sorts 
and unwholesome conditions of life are, of 
course, to be avoided. In fact, the general 
rules to be adopted for training are, to a large 
extent, applicable to skating as to all athletics. 
Any kind of exercise which improves the wina 
and condition is good, and the more exercise 
you take which uses the skating muscles, such 
as skipping, running, walking and swimming, the 
better it is. Proper training is the secret of 
speed skating, after, of course, the principles 
have been mastered. To derive the greatest 
benefits from training you should be systematic, 
Have a stated time for performing each part of 
your work, and stick to this program day by 
day, as long as you are to keep in condition. It 
is not necessary to overdo your training, as you 
may become ‘‘stale.”’ Begin by building up to, 
or working down to, your best racing weight and 
speed, whenever possible, in fresh air. Force 
the stiffness from your muscles and joints by 
comparatively long spins at a moderate rate of 
speed. When a few days have passed and the 
delicate muscles and other tissues have become 
accustomed to the exercise skate more speed- 
ily. During the first half hour skate somewhat 
leisurely, and for the remainder of the period 
of your training devote yourself to sprinting. 


So far as food is concerned, do not follow 
any particular diet. The best all-round plan 1s 
to trust to good judgment and to eat simple 
things that do not keep you awake at night or 
give you the dreaded ‘nightmares’ of childhood 
days. Every skater with speeding ambitions 
should sleep not less than eight hours every 
night. Cigarette smoking is one of the worst 
habits you can have, and is certain to prove a 
hindrance. Add variety to your training opera- 
tions in a manner that will not detract from 
their value as a system. At least an hour should 
intervene between a meal and the time of the 
race, and, if you are in good health, two hours, 
or even longer, will not matter. If the racing 
occupies several hours it may be well to have 
a cup of beef tea or coffee to prevent faintness, 
but during racing it is undesirable to have 
solid food. Before starting in a race be sure 
to know the conditions; then look straight 
ahead and listen attentively to the starter’s 
word of ¢ nd diately after the race 
is over you should wrap up and prevent your- 
self turning cold, or allowing the perspiration 
to dry in, Take your skates off, and if possible 
get in a warm place and rub your legs and 
thighs to prevent stiffness. A shower bath im- 
mediately after a race, then a good rub, will 
put you in good condition for the next race. You 
may, after a race or heat, walk about, but it ts 
best not to put your skates on again until within 
a short time before your next heat or race, when 
you may have a little spin to see that your 
skates are running properly and all is right. 


ST. MORITZ ON ARTIFICIAL ICE 


The St, Moritz Novelty Ice Skaters, three 
People, are using a preparation of chemicals 
that makes a skating floor of artificial ice.

FAIRS AND EXPOSITIONS 


NEW GEORGIA FAIR 
IS FULLY ASSURED 


Will Be in Circuit of Seven Fall 
Expositions Promoted by C. 
P. Robertson—Plan Aid- 
ed_ by the City 


Columbus, Ga., June 3.—This city is now prac- 
tically assured of a big exposition and fair this 
fail, as the Chamber of Commerce and C. P. 
Robertson, the fair promoter of Bristol, Va., 
have arrived at an agreement, and the plans of 
Mr. Robertson have been fully endorsed. The 
lumbus fair will make the seventh exposition 
this year under the promotion and management 
of Mr. Robertson, whose experience along taese 
lines places him in a position to successfully 
conduct several fairs at one and the same time, 
Although the dates of the seven fairs, all in the 
South, have not been definitely arranged, it is 
expected that they will be fixed in a circuit, thus 
affording concessionaires, showmen and racing 
men an uninterrupted run in this section. The 
Columbus fair will have a mile race course, a big 
grand stand, three buildings, barns and stables, 
all of which are now ready for use. Fifteen 
tents will be erected to house the exhibits. Ac- 
cording to the plans of Mr. Robertson big purses 
will be hung up for the races, and an aviation 
meet will be a feature attraction. The entire 
Chattahoochee valley will be represented at the 
exposition, all advertising of which will be 
looked after by the Chamber of Commerce. All 
other financial matters will be attended to by 
Manager Robertson. 

Columbus, with its suburbs, has about 50,000 
people, and the whole city is greatly interested 
in the fair, which has already been given much 
publicity bere. Five thousand dollars worth of 
season tickets will be sold, it is announced. 
The dates will be set to follow the fairs held 
at Atlanta and Macon. Mr. Robertson believes 
that fifteen hundred more fall fairs should be 
organized in the United States, and that every 
city and county should have a fall exposition.

One of the latest fairs to be organized, of 
which Mr. Robertson is secretary, is the one 
at Johnson City, Tenn. Work has already be- 
gun on the grounds, which are located in the 
heart of the city. A quarter-mile track will 
be built, as the grounds are not large enough 
for a half-mile track,

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FIGURE OF THE CHRIST MOVES 
THROUGH CIVILIZATION SCENES 


Thomas H. Ince’s Greatest Difficulty Lay in Sur- 
rounding the Divine Figure With Proper 
Sublimity—Great Film of Humanity 
Makes Delicate Innovation 


New York, June 5.—How to place upon the 
@creen with proper reverence and mysticism the 
figure of Christ, in all its divinity and sorrowing 
love of humanity, was, by his own confession, 
the greatest and most vital problem that con 
fronted ‘Thomas H. Ince in directing his monster 
photo-dramutic spectacle, Civilization. The 
handling of feets of airships, squadrons of bat- 
tleships, commerce-destroying cruisers, grim 
torpedo boats, menacing submarines, and wasp- 
Hike destroyers, together with massed anda 
mighty armies, numbering at times 40,000 peo- 
ple, presented to him no such problem as how 
to show upon the shadow-stage the sorrowful- 
eyed and impressive figure of Christ, moving 
among the rack and teek of reddened warfare. 

Never before has any stage or screen producer, 
except, of couse, in the Passion Play of both 
epoken and silent stages, dared actually to show 
in moving, breathing form the actual figure of 
the Redeemer. Mrs. 
Mary Magdala, indicated the presence of the 
Christ by «a strange and wierd light; but it has 
remained for Mr. Ince to show upon the screen 
the divine figure. That he has done it success- 
fully and with the reverence and sublimity due 
to the subject is conceded on the testimony of 
scores of noted clergymen and divines who have 
viewed the picture, among them being the 
Rev. Christian F, Reisner, of Grace Methodisi 
Epise pai Church, at 131 West 104th street, New 
York City, cne of the most noted sacred edifices 
of the metropolis. Of Mr. Ince’s conception of 
the Christ, Dr. Reisner says: 

“It is a most reverential and marvelous con- 
ception of Him who died that men’s souls might 
live. In my estimation there is nothing antag- 
onistic to the highest ideals of the church in 
thus giving practical religion to m‘llions through 
a mediom which no other human power can ap- 
proach, so far as the numbers affected are con- 
cerned,”’ 

It was Mr. Ince’s object to secure a com- 
porite portrait of The Savior, by minute ex- 
amination of each of some nine hundred paint- 
ings. Painstakingly, after the day's work of 
making the vast seenes of battle and carnage, 
intermingled with tender romance, were done, 
Mr. Ince and George Fisher, who portrayed the 
role, together with several artists and advisers,

COMA PROGRESSING 


W. |. Swain Reports Promising T " 
ment of Showfolk in ey Mh beng 
Fight Is Being Pushed Dog- 
godly rorward 


St. Louis, June 2.—The systematic fight 
against the railroads’ extortionate aud unreason- 
able parkage and demurrage cLarges, to which 
The Billboard has lent its «ncouragement for a 
number of months, is coming along in fine shape 
under the direction of the Car-Owning Managers’ 
Association. 

W. I. Swain, chairman of the Executive Cow- 
mittee of COMA, reports a number of careful, 
cautious steps that are leading showmen to 
better rates and more consideration at the hands 
of the railroads. 

Emphasis is placed by Mr. Swain on a recent 
change in Louisiana wich makes demurrage 
charges a very small maximum. A specification 
that private cars, wh ther on carriers or private 
tracks, are subject to demu rage rules to the 
same extent as cars, regardless of ownership, is 
inserted in a note appenued to Rule No. 1 of the 
tariff, which took shape at the general session 
of the Railroad Commission of Louisiana held 
in Baton Rouge. 

Rule No. 2 of the same tariff specifies that 
“forty-eight hours’ free time will be allowed 
for loading or unloading on all commodities,” 
and that “twenty-four bours will be allowea 
when cars are held for consignment or switching 
orders.”’ 

“In computing time Sundays and legal holt 
days, national, State and municipal, will be 
excluded. When a legal holiday falls on Sun- 
day the following Monday will be exe .uded. 

“On cars held for loading or unloading time 
will be computed for the first 7 a.m. after place- 
ment on public delivery tracks, 

“After the expi ation of free time allowed a 
charge of $1 per car per day or fraction of a 
day will be made until the car is released.” 

The above, which is incorporated into the 
Louisiana tariff. is a practical adaptation of 
the National Demurrage Tariff, 

The fight is to be carried to Tennessee soon. 
Mr. Swain'’s complaint ig al eady on file with 
the Tennessee Commission and has b en for- 
warded to the defendants, the Mobile and Ohio 
_ They are allowed ten days for a 
reply. 

“We are progressing judiciously,’"" says Mr. 
Swain, ‘“‘hoping to have q number of decisions 
in our favor before we commence to file com- 
plaints and pray for bearings in great numbers. 
The smaller decisions in our favor can be offered 
as reference and precedent."’

Philadelphia, Pa., June 3.—William H. Dent 
zel, the manufactuer of carousels, has had an 
exceptionally busy spring. having placed a nuw 
ber of new machines in different sections of the 
country. A new 50-foot three-row jumper has 
been installed at Acushnet Park, New Bedford, 
Mass., and is now in operation. The new style 
decorations on this mach'ne have been admired 
by many park managers whe journeyed to the 
opening to see the latest improved riding de- 
vice. Another new carousel has been installed 
at Neshaminy Falls, Pa., a very popular and 
successful place which has started the season 
with the large number of excellent bookings. At 
Alameda Beach, Cal., a four-abreast 58-foot 
carousel has been installed and is doing enorm- 
ous business. The largest organ ever built, it 
is said, is part of the equipment of this ma- 
chine, and naturally it is causing quite a bit 
of comment. The carousel placed in Prospect 
Park, Brooklyn, N. Y., last season has beet 
doing a phenomenal business all winter, and 
with the opening of spring and summer it 
looks as though a record will be broken with 
the Dentzel machine.
